BANKERS DISCUSS PLANS 
TO FLOAT GERMAN LOAN 


American Financiers Abroad Secck 
to Determine How Much Should 
Be Taken in U. 8.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—Private con- 
versations between American and 
British bankers over details 
floating the Dawes loan for Ger- 
many have taken place this week, 
both in London and on the conti- 


nent. The chiefs of three great 
American banks, John J. Mitchell, 
J. P. Morgan and Paul Warburg. 
have been quietly sounding out 
opinion as to how much of the 
loan should be floated in Europe 
and how much in the United 
States. 


British bankers seem to lean 
heavily toward distributing at least 
$50,000,000 of the loan among neu- 
tral and allied countries, leaving 
Great Britain to raise a like 
amount. The balance of $100,000,- 
000 would be raised in America. 

The British theory for this plan 
of distribution rests on the fact 
that neutrals and other allies will 
receive greater benefits than Great 
Britain and, therefore, they should 
be asked to shoulder a fair share 
the burden. Prospects for a 
successful - flotation appeared 
brighter than ever today, 
indicating that German 
was bound to increase and perhaps 
make the loan one of the best sort 
of investments.

He returned yesterday from Chi- 
cago, where he met with La Fol- 
lette campaign financial represen- 
tatives from all states. The §100,- 
000 quota for Missour! was decided 
upon at the conference. Fifty per 
cent of the arhount collected in the 
State will be .turned over to na- 
tional headquarters, the balance 
being used for the State campaign. 
He declined to state the national 
quota. 

Reports Called Encouraging.
